OUR COUNTRY ROADS 


In all my many' years experience 


in th« country' I have never seen our 
roads in as ibad a condition as now. 


I think there has 'been more money 


spent on the roads than years ago 'but 
still they seem to get worse 
every 


year. There Is no doubt 'but the au- 
tomobiles are the 
principal 
reason 


for it, but they are here to stay and 
'something will have to be done dif- 
ferent from what we are doing or our 
roads- 'Will soon be unsafe for 
any 


kind of carriage. 


There will have to be some change 


made for the present mode does a 
great injustice to the farmer. 
Now 


each town has to build and keep the 
roads in repair and in many cases 
his horses are afraid of the autos so 
lie takes his. chances of getting 
neck broken or not go on the road he 
has helped huilt. Of course any one 
can see it is .a great injustice to him. 
If his horses are not afraid so there 
is no danger there, he finds the roads 
in such condition that it is danger- 
ous for him to put on more than haU 
a load or he is likely to break his 
carriage on the loose jocks which 
have been uncovered or thrown out 
by the autos, and -when we meet an 
auto the dust is enough sometimes 
that it seems almost to endanger oui 
life to 'breathe. In- short, our countrj 
roads are getting into such conditioi 
that something will have to be dom 
to better them soon. The question is 
what shall he done? 


I saw a report of what ex-Governor 


Quimby said at the Board of Trade 
meeting two or three, weeks ago. He 
did not approve . of 
'building 
new 


roads but repair the old ones. 
The 


thought came to me whether he per- 
sonally acted on this principle: When 
his clothes got worn so that they 


can be used, and then,begin at some 
point and build a road that will stand 
and gradually rebuild them all thor- 
oughly. All our main-roads should be 
macadamized. The farms have stone 
enough which they- want to get rid of. 


One of the great troubles in our 


country ro'ads nowadays, Is that they 
are not drained 
sufficiently. 
The 


water freezes up in the ground in the 
winter and when the frost goes out 
in the spring, it thays the roads all 
out of shape. They should be so built 
that' no water would remain in the 
road. In short they should be built 
t>y some one who knows the science 
of road-building. 


The next thing is who is going to 


build these roads? 
I say that the 


State should have the entire charge 
of the roads. .Who is going to pay' the 
bills? 
Those 
who use them—and 


hose who use them most should pay 
nost. 
' 


Now, 
as a matter of fact, one- ot 


hose large autos will ruin a road 
flora.in going over it once than all 
he common carriages will in twenty- 
our hours. This is one of the chief 
•easons why I should have the State 
take charge of the roads. The State 
can control the autos, but a town or 
:ounty' could not. The -State can bet- 
ter reach the one. who injures the 
road most and.make him pay most. 


I would not try to ,let the farmer 


or the one who drives an ordinary 
team over the roads go free, but have 
him pay a just proportion, as near as 
it could he estimated. 


I 'Would as quickly as possible have 


all our roads rebuilt. Just see the 
benefit such a road as is being bull 
from 
Kittery 
Junction to lTork—a 


team will draw twice the load tha 
it could on an ordinary road, and i 
carriage or wagon will last four time 
as long with the conditions thus im 
proved, and in a very few years tli 
the necessary repairs. 


(People who have traveled iu Eu 


rope say that our, roads are not to h 
compared with 'those in either Eng 


There is no' doubt that in twenty 


years we should be richer than now 
if we wero to rebuild all the roads, 
in addition to Iho extra comfo.i we 
should have.

They will renew their conflict 
tomorrow, carrying it to a point unti 
one is theoretically annihilated.

and Sound andi the naval base in 
-Tarragansett 'Bay and an opposing 
eet, composed of second class,cruis- 
rs, destroyers and sub-marines. 
At dawn today the submarines were 


Apparently patrolling the ocean he- 
ween the easterly side of Block 1s- 
and and No Man's Land, with the de- 
troyers along a secondary line be- 
ween Gardiner's Bay and Newport, 
•xnd the cruisers on guard at Newport, 
Boint Judith and Gardiner's (Bay. 


Just as the sun was peeping over 


the horizon, according to Commander 


\V. Eberle of the defenders, 
the 


battleship, fleet approached from sea 
engaged the enemy .and was apparent- 
ly theoreticlly crippled, nnd perhaps 
destroyed. 


The battleships 
approached, went 


through a series of maneuvers con- 
suming several 
hours, and finally 


stopped three or four miles northeast 
of Block Island. Destroyers and 
a 


few submarines were sighted between 
the battleships and the shore. 


At ten this morning, a fleet of cruis- 


ers, the Washington, Salem and Ches- 
ter, which are part of the attacking 
fleet, came in from sea very rapidly 
and passed ibetween the 
battleships 


nnd the north end of Block Island-and 
then headed in the direction of Gardi- 
ner's Bay. It was this movement 
which it is believed constituted the 


-minute attack by Admiral Oster- 
ius of the invaders and which 
he 


aims to have won by one and one- 
... minutes. 
Tonight the invading fleet will be 
eakened by the loss of the Con- 
ecUcut, Hear Admiral 
Osterhaus-

to the senate..committee on privileges 
and elections impugning the election 
o£ Isaac Stepbenson, United States sen- 
ator from Wisconsin, indicates anoth- 
er investigation, rivaling the Lorlmer 
case -in interest.

GWEET CLOVER AS A SOIL RENO- 


VATOR. 


Some interesting experiments linve 


recently been made in the use of swcc-l 
clover as a soil reuovalor. In nn Illi- 
nois csperiment it was fount! tlmt in 
:m acre of thrifty sweet clover, includ- 
ing leaves, stems nnd roots, there were 
223 pounds of nitrogen, which is about 
twice the umount contained in an ncre 
.of. alfalfa or red clover.• It was nlso 
found Ihnt an acre of this wl!d leg- 
ume conlalned 0.4 tons of dry mutter, 
furnishing as much hnmus ns-would 
be contained in twenty-five loads of 
average bnrnvnrd manure. To grow U 
satisfactorily a piece of land should be 
well drnlncd. be limed If sour nnd pos- 
sibly Inoculated with soil from n pnlch 
where sweet clover has grown. Irlnny 
case it isMvorth trying, ns It seetaa to 
grow most thriftily in the most forbid- 
ding and unpromising places.
